WASIIIN-GTON, Auff. 11.—From day to 


dny the country und congress has been 
tricked by the promise put-forth, that 
an agreement was reuelied or about to 
be reached, uud Unit the republicans 
would be called in to a meeting of the 
conferees "to-morrow." This ran along 
until Friday, when Senator Hill suc- 
ceeded in making an issue by offering 
n resolution calling- for information 
from the conferees. 


The issue thus made so cleverly by 


Senator Hill has been reinforced by 
Senator Alclrich, and there is little 
doubt of the adoption of one or the 
other of the resolutions when a vote is 
reached. 


.Senator Jones, of Arkansas, says that 


when a report has been finally agreed 
upon in conference committee the tar- 
iff bill will come to the senate first, as 
the body which granted the lust re- 
quest for n conference. 


Khoiild the senate ever get the tarifl 


bill into its possession again, Senator 
Gorman would be in a position to defy 
President Cleveland andthehoxise, and 
he could dictate his terms instead of 
having to listen to further suggestions 
or dictations of the man in the white 
house. 
It is this very situation that house 


conferees will undoubtedly avoid. It is 
almost certain that the policy of delay 
mnrltcd out for them will be continued 
in a refusal of the house conferees, for 
the present, to join the senate con- 
ferees in a report of agreement or dis- 
agreement. 
So long us the house 


conferees refuse to make a report the 
bill will remain in conference, unless 
the house should take like action with 
the senate in discharging its conferees. 


It can be seen, therefore, that while 


the legislative position of the bill is 
somewhat complicated by the possibil- 
ities of action or inaction on the part 
of the senate or house conferees, it is 
clearly apparent that, so long as the 
tariif bill remains unacted upon by the 
house conferees, it can be withheld 
from the hands of Senator Gorman and 
the conservatives. 


Senator Hill Friday night gave out 


the following statement in regard to 
his action Friday in reference to the 
tariff bill: 


"My object in opposing the resolu- 


tion to-day tva.s to expedite the jiosi- 
tion of the tariff measure. Every day's 
delay is injurious to the business inter- 
ests of the country and the bill should 
be disposed of one way or another. 
The conference committee ought to 
know each other's mind by this time, 
and if they can not agree, the fact of 
such disagreement should be reported 
to the two houses, when, if no under- 
standing can be reached upon a bill, 
congress should promptly adjourn and 
give the country a rest. 


"\Vc have now been in session for 


nearly a whole year, and have had 
nmple opportunity to legislate. A sen- 
ntor or member who does not know 
exactly what he wants to do on the 
tariff question after all this time spent 
in useless deliberation is unfit to rep- 
resent any constituency. 


"We have deliberated enough. We 


want action. Let the two houses take 
the bill out of the hands of their con- 
ference committee nnd proceed,to vote 
at once upon the disagreeing provis- 
ions, and if no agreement can be 
reached let the whole matter go over 
until the next session and let congress 
adjourn and give the business interests 
of the country a chance to recuperate 
from the present depression. 


"Congress must 
arouse 
from its 


lethargy and should act in accordance 
with public sentiment, ond not in de- 
fiance of it. Either pass a tariff bill 
or adjourn and fro home. These arc 
my sentiments, and I believe they are 
the sentiments of nine-tenths of the 
people of both parties."

EXC1TED KOLBITES. 


A liocly of Arineil HI«m Cnn»e EicHement«t 
Evergreen, Ala. 


•VIoxTOOMHiv, Ala., Ang-- 11.—The 


little town of Evergreen, Coneeuh 
county, was in the throea of excite- 
ment Thinsday night, nnd had it no1 
been for wise heads,' a horrible tragedy 
would have lebulted. Two days age, 
about 20 Kolbites from the county as- 
sembled in the town viith Wmchcstei 
ri lies and provisions for several days. 
They pitched camp m the courthousj 
yard, unrt svt ore that they would guard 
the returns from Monday's election at 
the risk of their lives until the canvass- 
ing board made the official count Th« 
sheriff had the boms' locked in the jail 
cell. Tho people ,of Evergreen were 
very indignant over such an outrage 
The least ripple would have precipi- 
tated a terrible tragedy. The Kolbitet 
said if molested they would burn th« 
town. 


A committee of citizens was appoint 


cd, and they waited on Probate Judge 
Lee, u Kolbite, to disperse the body. 
The judge said that the armed men 
were executing; instructions by their 
party in convention several weeks 
ago. 
lie. gave the committee no satis- 


faction. 
Friday morning: Gov. Jones, replying 


to the sheriff there, ordered him to dis- 
perse the armed crowd, and if they re- 
fused to disperse to call out a posse, 
and if more assistance was needed he 
would order troops. The crowd moved 
away a short distance, and Friday made 
further th rcats of violence.

"Thcns" Immediately after Ilia bap- 


tism, when He was "full of the Holy 
Ghost" (Luke), and thus best fitted to 
meot temptation and to enter upon Ills 
work.

•where In solitude Hocould be absorbed 
in intense meditation, and fight for 
Himself tho great battle with tcmpUi- 
tion. Mark says lie was "with the 
wild beasts," 1. e., without human com- 
panionship or help, "to be tcmptod 
of the 
devil" for tbo whole

assault. 


It 
was not probable 
that .lesus 


lived thirty years in Nnuirtith without 
enduring many temptations and over- 
coming them; but this period of tttiup- 
tation was In reference to His great 
work as tlw Messiah. (I) God wns put- 
ting It to the test whether .Tesus was 
qualified for His olueo— whether He 
would remnto true to thc spiritual idea 
of thc Messiah. (-) In order to bo the 
Saviour of tempted mankind, it was 
necessary that He Himself should 1x3 
temptc-d in all points like as we are, 
yot without sin (Hob.

It wns 
noocssary that Jc-sus should not only 
be exposed te tike same temptations tws 
we arc, but that He should gain tho 
victory over them, and by tlic same 
means which are avnllnblo to us.

needed to feel and roaliM His great 
work, and grapple with the great 
difficulties In the way; to set- clearly 
the course that lay before Him, and de- 
liberately put aside every hope and joy 
which would hinder His mission, and 
accept every danger and trial.

Jesus should enter safely upon His 
work as the Messiah, tlum the king- 
dom of God would coine and Satan's 
kingdom be broken lor ever, and Satan 
coiiia not let this crisis poss without 
exerting every possible power to de- 
feat the Son ot God nnd-lita mission of 
salvation.
